War Leaders Pay 
Penalty By Death

NUERNBERG , Oct. 16.— Ex-Reichsmarshal Herman 
W ilhelm Goering succeeded in cheating the gallows of 
Allied justice by committing suicide in his prison cell a 
short time before the 10 other condemned remnants of the 
Nazi hierarchy were hanged early today. 
Despite the fact that an American security guard was 
supposed to be watching his every movement, the crown 
prince of Nazidom managed to place in his mouth, chew 
and swallow a vial containing cyanide of potassium. 
The vial of poison was hidden in a copper cartridge 
shell. 
Goering swallowed the poison while Col. S. Burton 
Andrus, American security commandant, was walking 
across the prison yard to the death row block to read to 
him and the 10 other condemned Nazi leaders the interna­ 
tional military tribunal s sentence of death.
